ORIGIN OF NEWSPAPERS. 


The Pioneer Journals of Great Britain and 
the United 

From the first day of the meeting of the 
Long Parliament may be dated the begin- 
ning of journalism, writes W. A. Engarde 
ip the Inland Printer. "She earliest English 
newspaper that has been discovered is in 
quarto pamphiet ofa few leaves, compre- 
hending a summary of parliamentary pro- 


>< | ceedings from an entire year. It is entitied, 
"| “The Diurnal Occurrenre, or Daily Proceed- | 
| ings of Both Houses, in Their Great and

than one hundred newspapers, with dif-

*, papers were published after the civil war 
began, limited to local or special occurrences, | 


as “News from Hull,” “Truths from York,” 
“Tidings from Ireland.” The more regular 
newspapers were published weekly at first, 
ther twice and three times a week.

| publication of daily papers, and Spalding, 
the Aberdeen annalist, mentions that in 
Decem 1652, “daily newspapers came 
from London, called Diurnal Occurrences, de-

The Courant lived three years. 

The American Weekly Mercury, of Phila- 
delphia, issued in 1722, was the third news- 
paper printed in the colonies. It was made 


up of quaint advertisements and short par- 


agraphs of antique news. 

The Pennsylvania Gazette, edited by Dr. 
Franklin, and published 1729, was the 
next venture to mark rnalism. In its 
prospectus Franklin announces his inten- 
tion to make a good, readable journal; and 
in his ideas it is easy tosee that he was far 
in advance of his contemporaries. His pa- 
per consisted of four small pages, and the 
subscription was ten shillings a year. 

In 1735, Thomas Fleet established the 
Boston Evening Post. Fleet was born in En- 
giand and learned his trade there. He 
once advertised a neg-o woman for sale as 
follows: ‘*To be sc'd by the printer of this 
paper, the very best negro woman in this 
town. She has had 
measles, is as hearty asa horse, as brisk 
asa bird, and will work like a beaver.”’ 
Fleet was a humorous character, and made 
money out of his paper. 

The Pennsylvania Journal and Weekly Ad- 
vertixer was started in 1765. At the time of 
the Stamp Act, in 1765, the paper came out 
in mourning with the motto, “The times 
are dreadful, dismal, dolorous and dollar- 
less.” There was also a death’s head in 
one corner of the page, and under it these 
words: ‘Oh! the postal stamp.’’ 

A journal called the New York Gazette 
flourished a little while in the year 1771, but 
was remarkable in no particular; and the 
first daily in the United States, the Pennayl- 


vertiser, Was started in 1704. 

These were the first attempts at Ameri- 
can journalism, and, as such, are alone 
worthy of mention. Soon after the advent 
of the daily newspaper, the idea of collat- 
ingand digesting the news became more 
| and more comprehensive, and from the be- 
ginning of the present century up to this 
time, the American newspaper has grown 
steadily and rapidly; until it now repre- 
sents the entire world, and is “ greater 
than the throne itself.”” Its number is al- 
most countiess, and its power for good or 
evil beyond calculation.

5o far | 
as articles of this class can be replaced 
by rags Or things of small value, it is best 
to use such things and burn them when 
they aresoiled. Otherwise clothing and in- 
fected articles should be subjected to the 
disinfectant of the sick room, or be removed 
for disinfection by heat. 

In enteric fever and cholera the evacu- 
ation should be regarded as capable of com- 
municating an infectious quality to any 
nightsoil with which they are mingled in 
privies, drains, or cesspools; and after 
such disinfection of the mass is practicable, 
they should be disposed of without delay 
and under the safest conditions that local 
circumstances permit. They should not be 
thrown into any fixed privy receptacle, and 
above all they must never be cast where 
they can run or soak into sources of drink- 
ing water. 

All reasonable care should be taken not 
to allow infective disease to spread by the 
unnecessary association of sick with healthy 
persons. This care is requisite, not only 
with regard to the sick house, but likewise 
with regard to schools and other establish- 
ments wherein members of many different 
households are accustomed to meet. 

If disease begins in houses where the 
sick person can not be properly accommo- 
dated and tended, medical advice should be 
taken as to the propricty of removing him 
to an infirmary or hospital. Every sanitary 
authority should have in readiness a hospit- 
al for the reception of such cases. 

Where dangerous conditions of resi- 
dences can not be promptly remedied it 
will be best that the inmates, while unat- 
tacked by disease, remove to some safer 
lodging. Privation, as predisposing to dis- 
easc, may require special measurés of relief. 

In certain cases special medical arrange- 
ments are necessary. For instance, as cases

EPIDEMIC DISEASES. 


Prevent Their Spread. 


An important memorandum on the pro- 
ceedings which are advisable in places at- 
tacked or threatened with epidemic disease, 
which has been drawn up by Dr. George 
Buchanan, F. R. 8., has been issued to sani- 
tary authorities by the Local Government 
Board. In this memorandum, says the 
Lontion Times, it is stated that whenever 
there is prevalence or threatening of chol- 
era, diphtheria, fever or any other epidemic 
disease, it 18 of more than common inpor- 
tance that the statutory powers conferred 
upon sanitary authorities for the protection 
of the public health should be well exer- 
cised by those authorities acting with the 
advice of their medical officers of health. 

Proper precautions are equally requisite 
for aliclasses of society. But it is chiefly 
with regard to the poorer population, there- 
fore chiefly in the courts and alleys of 
towns, and at the laborers’ cottages of 
country districts, that local authorities gre 
called upon to exercise vigilance ahd to 
proffer information and advice. Common 
lodging-houses and houses which are sub- 
let in several small holdings always require 
particular attention. 

Wherever there is accumulation, stink or 
soakage of house refuse or of other decay- 
ing animal or vegetable matter, the nui- 
sance should as promptly as possibie be 
abated, and precaution should be taken not 
to let it recur. Especially examination 
should be made as to the efficient working 
of sewers and drains, and any defect there- 
in and any nuisance therefrom or from any 
foul ditches or ponds should be got rid of 
without delay. The ventilation of sewers, 
the ventilation and trapping of house drains 
and the disconnection of cistern overflows 
and sink pipes from drains should be care- 
fully seen to. The scavenging of the district 
and the state of receptacles for excrement 
and of dust-bins will require close attention. 
In slaughter-houses, and wherever animals 
are kept, strict cieanuness snouid be en- 
forced. 

In the removal of filth during periods of 
epidemic disease it is commonly necessary 
to employ chemical agents for reducing or 
removing the offense and harm which may 
be involved in the disturbance of the filth. 
In the removal of privy contents theso 
agents are more particularly wanted if the 
disease in question be cholera or enteric 
fever. The chemical agent should be used 
liberally over all exposed surfaces from 
which filth has been removed. Unpaved 
earth close te dwellings, if it be sodden with 
slops or filth, ought to be treated in the 
same way. 

Sources of water supply should be well 
examined. Water from sources which can 
be in any way tainted by animal or vegeta- 
ble refuse, especially those into which there 
may be any leakage or filtration from sew- 
ers, drains, cesspools, or foul ditches ought 
no longer to be drunk. Above all, where 
the disease is cholera, diarrhea, or enteric 
fever, it is essential that no impure water 
be drunk. 

The liability of leaky pipes to act as land 
drains and to receive foul matters as well 
as land drainage through their leaks is not 
to be overlooked. And such leaky pipes, 
running full of water with considerable ve- 
locity, are liable to receive, by lateral in- 
suction at their points of leakage, external 
matters that may be dangerous. This lat- 
ter fact 1s not recognized so generally as it 
should be, and ignoranee of it has probably 
baffied many inquiries in cases where water 
services have in truth been the means of 
spreading disease. 

If, unfortunately, the only water which 
for a time can be got should be open to sus- 
picion of dangerous organic impurity, it 
ought at least to be boiled before it is used 
for drinking, but then not to be drank later 
than twenty-four hours after it has been 
boiled. Filtering of the ordinary kind can 
not by itself be trusted to purify water. It 
can not be too distinctly understood that 
dangerous qualities of-water are not obvi-— 
ated by the addition of wine or spirits. 
When there appears any probable relation 
between the distribution of disease and milk 
supplies, the cleanliness of dairies, the 
purity of the water used in them, the health 
ofthe persons employed abeut them, and 
the health of the cows that furnish milk 
should always be carefully investigated. 
Even apart from any apprehension of milk 
being concerned in a particulaf outbreak of 
disease, it is desirable that English people 
should adopt the custom, which is always 
followed in some continental countries, of 
boiling all milk at once upon its reception 
into a house. 

The washing and lime-whiting of unclean- 
ly premises,especially of such as are densely 
occupied, should be pressed with all practi- 
cable dispatch. 

Overcrowding should be prevented. Es- 
pecially where disease has begun, the sick 
room should, as far as possible, be free 
trom persons who are not of use to the pa- 
tient. , 

Ample ventilation should be inforced. It 
should be seen that the windows are made 
to open, and that they Gre sufficiently 
opened. Especially where any kind of in- 
fective fever has begun, it is. essential, 
both for patients and for persons whe are 
about them, that the sick room and the sick 
house be constantly traversed by streams

So, again, when 
small-pox is the prevailing disease, it is es- 
sential that all unvaccinated persons (un- 
less they previousiy have had small-pox) 
should very promptly be vaccinated; and 
that revaccination should be performed in 
cases properly requiring it.

‘* Nothing is more curious and interesting 
among the many strange things to be noted 
in and about a menagerie,” said the veteran 
manager James M. Nixon to a New York 
Sun reporter, “than the devoted affection 
that elephants frequently demonstrate for 
dogs.
